Reports Life Savings Lost. 

Another “box renter, an invalid 
of advanced age, who appeared at 
the bank leaning on his wife’s arm, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter the 
burglars had taken $49,000 worth 
of bonds, jewelry and cash from 
his box. All of his savings except 
$560 he bad in a savings account. 
He identified an envelope contain- 
ing a dollar bill and bearing the 
inscription, *“The first dollar I ever 
earned,” which had been found on 
the floor, and his wife claimed a 
diamord earring. 

Declining to disclose his iden- 
tity, the man related that he had 
been a service car driver until a 
year ago, when he became ill. To- 
day, he said, was the first time he 
had left his bed in several months. 

Mays said insurance covered the 
bank’s loss, but that the question 
of whether the insurance compn. Y 
would be responsible for the losses 
to customers was a legal problem 
which would have to be threshed 
out. “We don’t want anybody to 
lose anything,” he said, exhibiting 
a standard form of deposit box 
contract which expressly states 
that risk of loss by theft is as- 
sumed by the depositor. 

Mays arranged for a conference 
with national bank examiners late 
today and will ask them to take 
charge of the vault and-conduct an 
audit to determine the amount of 
box holders’ losses. 

Mays declined to express a the- 
ory of how the robbers gained en- 
trance, but nolice are convinced 
they walked in through the front 
door, using a duplicate key. The 
crime was committed on a day 
when most of the usual precautions 
against robbery were absent. 

The safe deposit department was 
te have been moved today to the 
new Continental Life Building 
around the corner on Olive street 
west of Grand. The 17-ton burglar- 
proof vault door had been moved 
to its new location, the tiers of 
boxes had been detached from the 
walls, and a police detail which 
had guarded the partly-dismantled 
vault for several weeks had been 
withdrawn at the request of a 
bank officer. 

Theory of the Police. 

From the evidence, police have 
concluded that the looting occurred 
between 7 a. m. and noon and that 
between three and five men par- 
ticipated in the crime. 

The guter door of. the vault, a 
temporary steel slab three-eighths 
of an inch thick, apparently had 
been soaped and blown with nitro- 
glycerin. The inner door had been 
pried open. A piece of sheet iron 
had been torn from the back of a 
tier of boxes, exposing 90 boxes, 30 
of which were used by customers 
and three by bank tellers. One box 
in another tier was pried open 
trom the front. 


No one saw the burglars enter 
the bank, and Benjam Strozier, Ne- 
gro porter, and William Brittin, 
custodian of the vault, who were 
bound and gagged, were the only 
men who saw the robbers. 

The porter sald he arrived at the 
bank at 6:30 a. m., mopped the 
floors and changed his clothes in 
the board of directors’ room, which 
is in the basement. Leaving the 
rd room at 7 o'clock, he 
ched off a light in a basement 
corridor and a flashlight was 
turned in his face by a man who 
ordered him to raise his hands.

Details of the settlement made 


recently by the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co. with William Geist, 6221 
Rosebury avenue, a stockholder, 
became known today. ‘The com- 
pany today passed into the control 
of William R. Gentry as receiver, 
on the filing of his $100,000 bond 
in Federal Court. 

Geist, former chief clerk !n the 
Circuit Attorney's office, held 200 
shares of Hamilton-Brown = stock, 
one-half of. which he acquired 
when the market prices was $68 a 
share, and the rest while it was 
aia much lower level, between $20 
and $25, the latter being its par 
value. Early in the present year, 
when the market price had de- 
clined to points between $5 and $7, 
Geist demanded a. settlement, 
threatening to file suit for a re- 
ceivership. 

The company, through its presi- 
dent, Marvin E. Singleton, reached 
a settlement with Geist, and 
averted his threatened suit, by buy- 
ing his stock at $60 a share, or 
$12,000, and paying his lawyers 
$6000. The deal with Geist was 
alleged in the intervening receiver- 
ship petition of John § Leahy, 
filed last week, and was one of the 
points on whith Leahy attacked 
Singleton’ s“¥ecord as head of the 
company. 

Would Have Blocked Sale. 

Singleton today, in a statement 
replying to Leahy’s charges, said 
that at the time of the settlement 
with Geist, a plan for sale of the 
company was under way, which 
would have been blocked if Geist 
had filed a receivership suit. The 
sale was rendered impossible, 
however, by the failure of the 
heirs of Alanson D. Brown, co- 
founder of the company, to agree 
to the proposal. 


The Brown heirs are Alanson C. 
Brown, son of A. D. Brown, and 
president from 1913 to 1929; and 
four daughters, Mrs. William F. 
McElroy, Mrs. William D. Collins, 
Mrs. Eugene C. Tittmann and Mrs. 
Maurice Obear. A. C. Brown holds 
18,000 shares, and hig wife 2000. 
The A. D. Brown. trust estate of 
101,000 shares, a majority of the 
200,000 shares outstanding, is held 
by trustees for the four. daughters. 
The trustees are the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co., A. C. Brown and 
Singleton. 


Two Offers Recently Made. ° 
Two offers for the purchase of 
Hamilton-Brown “recently © were 


made, it has been learned. A St. 
Louls firm proposed to retire the 
stock issue of 200,000 shares, and 


to its holders. The promoters of 
the deal were to take a subsequent 
issue of common stock, and were to 
advance $1,300,000 to the company 
to retire part of its outstanding ob- 
ligations to banks, 


The latter proposal was placed 
before the héirs. Mrs. MeBliroy 
and Mrs. Collins favored accept- 
ance; A. C. Brown and the other 
two sisters refused, and the trus- 
tees were unable to make the deal, 
Under the requirements of Mis- 
souri law, holders of 75 per cent of 
the stock would have to approve 
the deal, and in view of the at- 
titude of the three heirs, this ap- 
proval could not be had.

‘NECKLACE, WORN 
20,000 YEARS AGO 
IN AMERICA, FOUND

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 26.— 


Dr. James A. B. Scherer, director 
of the Southwest Museum, has an- 
nounced the finding in Gypsum 
Cave, Nevdia, of additional evi- 
dence that man roamed the Amer- 
ican continent at least -20,000 
years ago. Last week announce- 
ment was made that camp fire 
ushes had been found. 


Nine hundred prehistoric ob- 
jects made by man have been dis- 


covered, mostly from beneath. a 


layer cf gypsum rock formed from 
overhead dripping. These include 
broken atilatls, two-piece darts 
which antedate the bow and ar- 
row; flint points for the atlatls; 
feathers bound with sinew, sup- 
posedily used as prayer ‘sticks; a 
stone knife four inches long with 
a wooden handle; a necklace of a 
type néver. before found in Amer- 


ican archaeological history, made. 


of joints of a centipede strung on 
fiber of a desert plant; and many 
gypsum pendants, cut in odd 
shapes and drilled with a hole for 
suspension. 

These conclusive proofs ot pre- 
historic man’s hand, the museum, 
director pointed out, were scat-/ 
tered with and among the remains 
of the extinct ground sloths, huge 
prehistoric mammals, and of 
primitive horses and of a small 
slender hmbed prehistorical camel. 
The bones of the two latter ani- 
mals, it was explained, probably 
were left by carniverous animals 
Which dragged them to the cave 
for devouring.

MOTHERS VISIT GRAVES 


Final Trip Made to Battlefield 
Cemeteries by the First 
Contingent. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, May 26.—American Gold 


Star mothers visiting here today 
made souvenir hunting their chief 
occupation and the shops did a 
thriving business with novelties. 

The unostentatious visit of the 
American mothers to the graves of 
their sons has revived sadness in 
thousands of French homes which 
were made desolate by the war, 
but observers think it has also re- 
suscitated the determination of the 
masses to fight for peace. 

“Mysterious indeed are the 

workings of Providence,” sald a 
distinguished Frenchman today. 
“Who can fail to be struck by the 
fact that these mothe come to 
us when France, and all the foes 
of warfare, are seeking to fashion 
a durable fabric of peace?” 
The mothers of the first group 
to cross the Atlantic on a pilgrim- 
age to the graves of thé American 
war dead yesterday said good-by 
to their boys in the battleground 
cemeteries. The mothers are back 
in Paris today. Their last day in 
the battle zone was marked by two 
important events, the French na- 
tional celebration of ‘“Mothers’ 
day” @nd the formal opening of 
the American Legion Avurxiliary’s 
annual poppy drive by Ambassador 
Walter E. Edge. 

‘Mothers’ day’? came to France 
from the United States, and this 
year the Government urged every 
town to observe it. In Paris and 
many other places medals were 
given to mothers of large families. 
In others there were prize baby 
awards. In all there were sermons 
and speeches to inculcate rever- 
ence for motherhood and apprecia- 
tion of the national duty to care 


for the nation’s mothers.

of sons and buddies who died in 
the World War. 

The Countess received the Amer- 
icans and bade them welcome, as-

Then officials, including Am- 
bassador Charles G. Dawes, mount- 
ed the stone steps and made 
speeches of welcome. Earl Jellicoe 
and Lady Edward.Spencer Church- 
ill brought the.visitors greetings 
from the British Legion. 

Led by Ambassador Dawes and 
Col. John Thomas, military attache 
at the American embassy, the little 
group marched across the street to 
Westminster Abbey, where they 
silently gathered about the tomDd 
of England’s Unknown Soldier.

railway franchise. 

Later in the interview Barker, 
formerly Attorney-General, of Mis- 
scuri, expressed the view that in- 
tead of granting franchises a city 


should give to public utilities per- 
mits making them secure‘in their 

rights to operate as long as they 
deal fairly with the municipality, 
but retaining for the city the de- 
fensive power of being able to re- 
yoke the permit and order -the 
utility out of the streets in case 
of willful and persistent refusal to 
deal fairly. 


As is known, Kansas City learned 
from the Supreme Court decision, 
handed down two weeks ago, that 
its contract with the Kansas City 
Public Service Co, for an 8-cent 
fare doesn’t mean anything. Under 
the court’s ruling the company is 
free to proceed before the State 
Public Service Commission with its 
application for a 10-cent fare.

WASHINGTON, Méy 26.—A 
sweeping upward revision of rates 
establishing a new high record in 
each of its 15 tariff schedules is 
shown by analysis of the final text 
of the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill. The 
bill was reported today from the 
conference committee to the Sen- 
ate.

the bill raises the average of duties 
in. every schedule of the existing 
tariff law to levels never before 
attained in this country. These fig- 
ures show that in .the face of the 


a “limited revision” of the Fordney- 


House and Senate leaders have re-| 
written the pending bill In confer- 
ence with the following net results: 

The Hawley-Smoot bill levies 
an average rate of 40 cents on 
the dollar on all dutiable imports. 
The proposed new rates are 20 | 
per cent higher than the rates of 
the Fordney-McCumber act of 
1922, and more than 100 per cent 
above the rate level of the Un- 
derwood act of 1913. This means 
that the pending bill erects the 
highest tariff wall in 141 years 
of American history. 

Levy Totals $600,000,000. 

The pending bill carries duties 
which will lexy a tax of more 
than $600,000,000 on imports 
ahd extends the list of imports, 
subject to duty, from a value of 
$1,320,000,000 under the present 
law to $1,600,000,000 under the 
pending bill. It is conceded that 
the increased duties will be mul- 
tiplied many times in increased 
costs to the consumer. 

In addition to riddling the free 
list by placing high rates on 
many raw materials of industry 
the bill levies its heaviest it- 
creases in rates on food, clothing 
and home building materials. 
The “Big Four” rates remain in 
the final text of the bill as re- 
ported from conference, fixing 
duties on sugar, beef, wool anl 
shoes which will cost consumers 
fot the country $1,014,000,09 a 
year, or $40.50 per family. -More 
than 800 other rate increases are 
in the conference report. 

The final text of the bill shows 
en its face the embargo character 
of the revision agreed on by the 
House and Senate conferees. 

In the form in which it emcrges 
from conference the genera! level 
of the rates exceeds 60 per cent of 
the value of imports in six of the 
most impertant schedules of the 
bill. The sugar schedule, spon- 
sored by Senator Smeot of Utah, 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, fixes a tariff duty of 77.21 per 
cent on sugar.

A Substantial Morning Meal 
Helps to Start the Day 
Right. 


Most mothers who pay any at- 
tention at all to nutrition and have 
an appreciation-of the value of the 
right kind of food, realize the ne- 
essity of an adequate breakfast 
for the children. They do not, 
however, always’ apply this real- 
ization to their own need. 

A good breakfast is just as es- 
sential to the grownups in the fam- 
ily as it is to the children. Food 
plays a great part in keeping us 
fit, and the wrong kind of food 
or an inadequate supply can cause 
a mental depression that often 


lasts through the day. 

Every individual needs a defi- 
nite quantity of food and a va- 
riety of food to both satisfy and 
meet his physical needs. Many 
people who are very active during 
the morning, start the day on a cup 
of coffee and a bit of toast or a 
giass of fruit juice, and then won- 
der why they feel so fatigued in 
the early afternoon.

A second type of sweet filling 
for a brown bread sandwich is 
made by creaming butter and 
powdered sugar together in the 
Same manner that hard sauce is 
made. Add sufficient lemon juice 
to give a pungent flavor to the 
filling which may be thinly 
spread over both slices of the 
sandwich.
